sriidPlIltle; about it, however, and her 
'riends who did not realize the ex- 
ent of her work were surprised at

For Miss Jarvis had prevailed on 


Senator. Burkett of Nebraska, to in- 
roduce a resolution suggesting that 
.he.second Sunday in May be creat- 
ed a holiday in honor of mothers, 
and although other senators derided 
inrkett when he spoke on the sub- 
ect, the wires carried the news and 
many newspapers editorially praised 
be plan-." 


Since then governors 
of many 


states have issued 
proclamations 


asking their citizens to observe the 
day, and it has become a national 
lay of praise to mother. 


The wliitc carnation was chosen 


as the flower for Mother's day, Miss 
Farvis said, because it grows in ev- 


part of the country and can 


readily be procured in early May.

chosen for Mother's day—the time 
of the year when life is newly awak- 
ened, when the promise of the resur- 
rection beyond the grave is empha- 
sized by the' newly quickened pulse 
of nature as found in every grow- 
ing thing; 
a time particularly ap- 


propriate both for the remembrance 
of mother dead and tbe recognition 
of mother living, .she to whom the 
rising generation owes an everlast- 
ing debt o£ gratitude for all the 
blessings life gives. 


On Mother's day, everyone is ex- 


pected^o wear a flower, preferably a 
white carnation, an emblem chosen 
by the founder of the Mother's Day 
International association, and adop- 
ted by that organization. It was an 
unfortunate selection as far as color 
is concerned.

LID IS CLAMPED ON TIGHT 


Advocates Law Eliminating Fees 


and Affording Graded Salaries - 


—Business Slumps. 


Bluffton, Ind., 'May 12.—Wells 


and Blackford counties, comprising 
the twenty-eighth judicial circuit are 
dry—absolutely dry. Both the wets 
and drys admit this. And both the 
wets and drys are giving consider- 
able credit 'for this condition to a 
little, but determined prosecuting at- 
•tbrney who weighs 120 pounds and 
is five feet li inches short. 


If Lee P. Sprague, prosecutor for 


the twenty-eighth district, is to be 
credited with enforcing the law, it 
must be added that in doing so he' 
lops off considerably more than one- 
third of his income. It pays a pros- 
•eeutotf better to allow blind tigers 
and resorts to run, 
according to 


Sprague and the statistics he has 
gathered. 


To say that Wells county is "aib- 


solutely dry" is correct, for even the 
drug stores in Blnffton have surren- 
dered their state licenses and do 
not sell liquor hy the quart. ,The 
same cannot be said of 
Hartford 


City, county seat of- Blackford, but

how it caine that he lost money hy 
enforcing the law, and he pointed to 
the mayors and justice of the peace 
courts here and Hartford City anc 
at Montpelier. ' 


"The* police 
court 
business 
at 


Hartford City," he said, "has slump- 
ed 90 per cent, since Hartford City 
went dry one years ago. Fees from 
Hartford City court used to amount 
to $30 a week and now the average 
from all the Hartford City courts is 
about $15 per month. I have jusl 
'collected the fees from Mohtpelier. 
I got $12.5.0 which represents all the 
fees for seven months from the jus- 
tice of the 
peace and mayors* 


courts. We average about two cases 
of drunkenness per month in Bluff- 
ton and two in Hartford City. That 
estimate is a littlo high. There are 
no assault and battery cases except 
occasionally when two young men 
have a fist fight." 


Prosecutor 
Sprague 
explained 


that his interpretation of. the statute 
authorized the prosecutor to "de- 
stroy violations that exist." He said 
thaj; too often a prosecutor befieves 
it his' duty merely to prosecute per- 
sons engaged in violating the law. 


"The prosecutor holding the lat- 


ter view collects big fees," said 
Sprague, "because the law violators 
continue violating the law and con- 
tinue handling victims over to the 
police and to the courts. But the 
prosecutor who destroys violations 
that forces the law violators out of 
their illegitimate business into legi- 
timate channels. 
They and their 


•victims are no longer supplying bus- 
iness to the courts." 


"Sprague .said today that by noti- 


fying keepers of resorts and\ blind 
tiger operators that maximum penal- 
ties would be asked and that by ob- 
taining the co-operation of the may- 
ors and police, the resorts and blind 
tigers could lie closed. 


Prosecutor 
Sprague . estimates 


that his fees have been cut in half 
by the elimination of the saloons in 
Hartford City and Montpelier! Wells- 
county lias been dry fourteen years. 
Sprague's salary is $500. Hfe fee us- 
ed to he-$1,500. -Now they are half 
of that, or about $750. 


Before 
the 
1913 
legislature 


Sprague advocated a bill 
affording 


graded salaries to prosecutors r.nA 
eliminating fees. Under that bill he 
would be drawing $3,750 per year, 
of which $1,000 would, ibe divided 
between his two deputies. The bill 
did riot receive the endorsement of 
the leaders of the democratic party, 
\vho told Sprague they favored it but 
thought the time inopportune. 


Having lost half his fees, Spragne 


found that he would accept civil 
practice. He is now doing consider- 
able civil practice, though he says 
the counties of Wells and Blackford 
should be getting all his time. . 


"To eliminate the fee system and 


give prosecutors 
a 
living salary 


would make it easier for them not 
only to prosecute violators but to go 
further and eliminate law violators, 
for them to do so would not mean a 
money loss to the prosecutors," said 
Sprague. "Far from that, it would 
mean a saving to the taxpayers, who 
maintain the courts." 


Law enforcement proved a popu- 


lar move for Sprague. He was re- 
elected by the largest majority ever: 


given a prosecutor since the forma- 
tion1 of the circuit.
